on  Tuesday  the  sixteenth  day  of  February,  in  the  ye^r  of 
our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  nineteen^  a^id: 
in  tbe  year  of  iaghi  five  thouMAil.Qi^t  h^p4<!e4  ^  pip^- 
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teen— That  from^s^nd  Mier  the  date  hfcrcof,  all  By-Laws 
or  Regulations,  bereM>n)re  or  at  present  existing  for  the 
government  of  tliis  Lroge,  shall  be,  and  they  are  hereby 
declared  and  enacted  toh  be,  null  and  void  and  of  none  e^ 
feet,  excepting  so  far  as'  the  same  may  be  necessary  fur  the 
recovery  of  any  debu  due  -to  the  Lodge.
